Eligible participants 
cannot present with current Axis | disorder, neurological trauma (such as 
stroke, seizure disorder, or significant head injury resulting in unconsciousness 
for over 10 hours), or medical conditions (such as heart, lung, liver, or kidney 
disease; uncontrolled diabetes; or blood pressure concerns).

3. Then, participant will be asked to complete the remaining 4 blocks each 
containing 60 trials for both neutral GNAT (2 blocks) and alcohol-modified 
GNAT (2 blocks). 

4. Finally, participants will be asked to complete screening tools (i.e., AUDIT, 
DMQ-R, DDQ, SIP, MEIM, STAI, CESD, OCDS), and comprehensive 
demographic questionnaire (i.e., age, gender, racial and ethnic 
background, socioeconomic status, and level of education) online via 
Qualtrics.

However, organizations that may inspect and 
copy your information include the Institutional Review Board (IRB), the 
committee that provides ethical and regulatory oversight of research, and 
other representatives of this institution, including those that have 
responsibilities for monitoring or ensuring compliance (such as the Quality 
Assurance Program of the Human Research Protection Program (HRPP)). 


Your data will be stored on a password protected computer in a locked lab 
(209A Bohannon Hall, UMD campus). In addition, data will be encrypted with 
the operating system's built-in encryption software (i.e., Windows Encrypting 
File System) noted on the Information Security Practices Website 
(http://it.umn.edu/services/all/university-informationsecurity/information- 
security-policies-practices/topics/encryptingdata/index.htm).
